At  Lambco,  in  Innisfai] ,  slaughter  lamb  prices  were  fully  steady  throuahout 
the  month  of  October,  where  slaughter  lamb  bid  ranges  were  $67.00-70.00  per  cwt. 
Good,  domestic  demand  in  Alberta  and  Western  Canada  have  sustained  prices,  despite 
declines  in  Eastern  Canada  and  the  United  States.  There  was  an  unexpectedly  steady 
supply  of  slaughter  lambs  to  Lambco  during  October,  although  volumes  were  sliahtlv 
lower  than  for  the  same  period  last  year.  Lambco  continues  to  have  a  backloq  of 
slaughter  bookings,  which  is  presently  five  weeks  long. 

A  second  quarter  (June  1989-August  1989)  payout  for  slaughter  lambs  marketed 
under  the  Tripartite  stabilization  program  was  announced.  The  payout  is  $10.00  per 
head. 

In  the  United  States,  seasonal  increases  in  marketings  of  slaughter  lambs  and 
sharp  price  declines  in  eastern  wholesale  lamb  and  mutton  markets  have  caused 
slaughter  lamb  prices  to  decline.  As  a  result,  some  US  feed lots  are  being  squeezed, 
since  feeder  lamb  prices  were  relatively  high  earlier  in  the  year.  Exports  of  lambs 
from  Alberta  to  the  United  States  have  dwindled,  since  local  prices  have  remained 
comparatively  firm. 

Toronto  stockyard  sheep  and  lamb  prices  have  trended  lower  this  month,  although 
prices  did  recover  some  losses  at  the  end  of  the  month.  Slaughter  lamb  marketings  in 
Toronto  were  much  heavier  this  past  month  than  in  October  of  last  year.

During  November,  bid  ranges  at  Lambco  in  Innisfail  slumped  below  levels  for  the  same 
period  last  year,  ending  the  month  at  $64.00-70.00  per  cwt.  This  has  primarily  been  the 
result  of  sliding  prices  in  the  United  States.  Slaughter  numbers  at  Lambco  were  8.5 
percent  higher  than  for  November  last  year,  with  the  backlog  of  slaughter  bookings 
continuing  into  the  month  of  December. 


There  were  two  lambs  sales  in  Edmonton  during  November.  Slaughter  lambs  traded 
between  $48.00-55.00  per  cwt  in  the  first  week  of  November,  and  improved  to  range  between 
$59.00-66.00  per  cwt  in  the  third  week  of  November. 

In  the  United  States,  slaughter  volumes  have  continued  to  out  pace  last  year.  For 
the  month  of  October,  slaughter  volumes  were  up  7  percent,  while  November  slaughter 
numbers  were  up  about  12  percent  for  the  same  periods  last  year.  The  unusually  large 
supply  of  slaughter  lambs  to  the  US  market  at  this  time  of  year  has  caused  prices  to 
decline  sharply  during  a  period  when  prices  are  generally  expected  to  increase.  Much  of 
the  increased  slaughter  volumes  has  been  centred  in  Colorado,  where  average  slaughter 
weights  have  been  over  130  lbs  causing  a  further  price  depression  due  to  excessive 
supplies  of  lower  quality  carcasses. 

Some  export  opportunities  still  exist  to  the  United  States  for  110  lb  good  quality 
lambs.  Approximately  400  lambs  a  week  are  currently  being  shipped  to  the  United  States  at 
$60.00-64.00  per  cwt.  Rams  and  lambs  over  115  lbs  are  being  heavily  discounted.

The  flock  manager  sells  direct,  to  the  public, 
in  itself  is  harmless,  but  the  article  included  a  front  cover  photo  which 
showed  the  owner  feeding  the  flock  out  of  a  liquid  herbicide  pail 
(Tordon  202C).    The  herbicide  fortunatly  has  a  low  toxicity  rating,  but 
that  is  not  the  point,  the  point  is  direct  sale  of  animals  to  the 
public  for  consumption  should  be  free  of  all  toxic  chemicals. 
The  feeding  of  sheep  through  a  contaimi nated  feed  pail  means  contamination 
of  meat.

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Iodine  Deficiency  (Goitre)  -  A  Cause  of  Weak  or  Stillborn  Laobs

An  iodine  deficiency  in  the  diet  of  a  ewe  can  result  in  the  birth  of 
weak  or  stillborn  lambs.  Goitre,  an  enlargement  of  the  thyroid  gland 
that  can  be  seen  as  a  large  swelling  of  the  throat  in  the  upper  regions 
of  the  neck,  is  the  major  sign  of  an  iodine  deficiency  in  affected 
lambs.  Other  signs  of  goitre  in  lambs  often  include  stillbirths, 
weakness  at  birth,  the  absence  of  wool  and  the  presence  of  a  clear 
yellow  fluid  beneath  the  skin  (in  goat  kids,  there  are  similar  findings 
that  are  usually  more  severe  than  those  found  in  lambs). 

Iodine  deficiency  can  be  either  primary  or  secondary  in  origin.  In 
primary  iodine  deficiency,  there  is  simply  not  enough  iodine  in  the  diet 
of  pregnant  ewes  to  supply  the  developing  lambs.  Alberta  feeds  are 
deficient  in  iodine  so  some  type  of  supplementation  is  necessary.  In 
secondary  iodine  deficiency,  certain  substances  in  the  diet  may 
interfere  with  the  uptake  of  normal  amounts  of  iodine  present  in  the 
diet,  and  in  this  way,  can  result  in  the  development  of  a  deficiency. 
For  example,  if  pregnant  ewes  have  access  to  large  amounts  of  plants 
such  as  cabbage  or  brussel  sprouts,  etc.  goitre  can  occur  in  lambs 
through  interference  with  uptake  of  iodine  by  the  thyroid  gland.  In 
either  primary  or  secondary  deficiency  of  iodine  in  pregnant  ewes,  the 
end  result  is  goitre.  Goitre  develops  as  the  iodine-starved  thyroid 
gland  enlarges  in  order  to  increase  surface  area  and  blood  supply  in  an 
attempt  to  obtain  as  much  iodine  as  possible.  So  much  blood  may  be 
delivered  to  the  enlarged  thyroid  gland,  that  in  a  newborn  lamb,  the 
gland  may  actually  pulsate. 

Treatment  of  weak  affected  lambs  is  usually  not  very  satisfactory  and 
such  animals  invariably  die.  The  primary  aim  of  the  producer  should  be 
to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  this  relatively  common  condition  in  sheep. 
The  possibility  of  iodine  deficiency  is  very  real  and  should  not  be 
taken  for  granted.    For  example,  in  the  1989  lambing  season,  one 
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producer  lost  over  200  lambs  as  a  result  of  an  iodine  deficiency, 
despite  efforts  to  prevent  it.  The  provision  of  a  salt-minera)  mix 
containing  a  stable,  available  form  of  iodine  is  necessary  in  preventing 
a  primary  deficiency.  In  general,  it  is  preferable  to  provide 
salt-mineral  mixes  in  a  loose  form  rather  than  as  a  block,  to  insure 
that  pregnant  animals  consume  sufficient  amounts  in  a  short  time  to 
prevent  deficiencies  of  iodine,  or  other  minerals.  Another  reason  to 
use  a  loose  mix  is  that,  over  time,  the  loss  of  iodine  from  a  block  may 
be  considerable.  In  contrast  to  blocks,  fresh  supplies  of  loose  mixes 
can  be  provided  regularly.  If  loose  mixes  are  provided  regularly, 
producers  can  monitor  intake  and  be  reassured  that  their  animals  are 
meeting  their  nutrient  requirements.  To  prevent  caking  of  loose 
salt-mineral  mixes  during  the  winter,  vegetable  oil  (njli  mineral  oil) 
can  be  added  at  the  rate  of  1-2  lb  per  100  lb  of  salt-mineral  mix.  A 
salt/mineral  mixture  should  contain  100-200  mg/kg  (ppm)  iodine  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  a  pregnant  ewe.  When  the  level  of  iodine  in  a 
mixture  is  lower  than  200  mg/kg,  one  can  mix  80-90%  trace  mineral  salt 
(low  copper)  with  10-20%  high-boot  salt  to  meet  the  iodine  requirement 
of  the  ewe.  Finally,  make  sure  that  the  salt/mineral  mix  is  being 
consumed  by  the  flock,  as  it  cannot  do  any  good  if  the  sheep  do  not  eat 
it.  For  individual  pregnant  animals,  the  weekly  use  of  tincture  of 
iodine  (about  2  cc  per  animal)  painted  on  the  inside  of  the  thigh  is 
also  effective  in  preventing  goitre  in  lambs. 

To  avoid  secondary  deficiencies  of  iodine,  producers  should  restrict  or 
prevent  access  by  pregnant  ewes  to  prolonged  feeding  on  plants  known  to 
interfere  with  the  utilization  of  iodine  in  the  diet.  As  well,  of 
course,  a  salt-mineral  mix  containing  sufficient  iodine  should  be 
provided  free  choice  ..  always.  For  further  information  on  this 
subject,  producers  should  contact  their  regional  livestock  or  sheep 
specialist,  animal  nutritionist,  practicing  veterinarian,  or  regional 
veterinary  laboratory. 
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A  New  Vision  For  Canada's  Agri-Food  Industry 

The  family  farm  business  will  need  improved  financial  and  management 
skills  in  order  to  meet  the  challenges  facing  Canadian  agriculture  in  the  next 
decade  and  beyond.

It  maps  a  course  for  the 
future  and  calls  for  a  renewed  working  partnership  between  government  and  the 
agri-food  industry. 

"The  family  farm  remains  the  primary  unit  of  production,"  said 
Mr.    Mazankowski.      "Young   people    are    still    taking   up   farming    in  relatively 
large  numbers.     The   strength  and  the  adaptability  of  farm  men  and  women  will 
be  major  assets   in  ensuring  that  the   farm  sector  continues   to  evolve   in  the 
face  of  future  change." 

"Farmers  must  take  the  primary  responsibility  for  their  own  financial 
success,"  Mr.  Mazankowski  said.  "A  major  ingredient  of  success  in  the  future 
will  be  acquiring  the  appropriate  management  skills.  At  the  same  time, 
governments  can  do  more  to  help  farmers  manage  the  risks  that  are  inherent  in 
farming.  They  can  also  provide  assistance  when  farmers  find  themselves  in 
difficult  financial  circumstances  beyond  their  control." 

For  any  business,  the  bottom  line  is  the  difference  between  success 
and  failure.  The  ability  of  farmers  to  improve  their  net  income,  either 
through  lower  costs  or  higher  revenue  is  key  to  their  becoming  more  cost 
competitive . 

Growing  Together  lays  out  the  major  issues  the  industry  must  address, 
and  sets  out  principles  on  how  to  accomplish  that.  It  says  the  agri-food 
sector  can  build  on  its  many  strengths  and  successes,  and  it  calls  on  all 
stakeholders  in  the  industry  to  work  together  on  a  new  national  policy 
framework . 

"In  this  important  discussion  paper  we  profile  a  rapidly- changing  and 
increasingly  global  marketplace,"  Mr.  Mazankowski  said.  "We  also  emphasize 
the  need  to  protect  the  quality  of  the  environment  and  ensure  the  need  to 
protect  the  quality  of  the  environment  and  ensure  a  safe,  wholesome  food 
supply  for  all  Canadians.  We  stress  that  if  Canada  is  to  have  a  vibrant  and 
prosperous  agri-food  sector,  the  industry  must  take  action  now." 

Growing  Together  is  a  vision  for  the  future  which  builds  on  the  four 
pillars  of  market  responsiveness,  self-reliance,  regional  diversity  and 
environmental  sustainabil i ty .  It  calls  on  all  agri-food  industry  players  to 
develop  access  to  better  information  and  technology  and  better  financial 
management  skills  in  order  to  achieve  a  higher  standard  of  living. 

Farm  leaders,  food  industry  executives,  agriculture  ministers  and 
other  interested  parties  will  begin  consultations  on  the  paper  at  a  national 
agri-food  policy  conference  December  11  and  12  at  the  Ottawa  Congress  Centre.
